Amendment to claim 21, as agreed by the Attorney as follows: 

delete the last line of claim 21, "the second video controller only providing its video 
signals to the switching device trough the chipset via an AGP port." 

and add: "only the second video controller providing its video signals to the switching 
device trough the chipset via an AGP port." 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1, 6, 9, 10, 15, 18, and 21 are allowed. 

Reasons for Allowance 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art taken singly or in combination does not teach or suggest, a computer system 
among other things, comprising: 

a low-resistance switching device included in the chipset configured to receive video 
signals from either of the video controllers at respective inputs and to selectively provide the 
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signals to a compatible display device, whereby only the second video controller provides its 
video signals to the switching device through the chipset via an AGP port. 

The closest prior art, admitted prior art teach a chipset that includes a bus input/output 
(I/O) controller, a memory controller, and an integrated video controller (a first video controller), 
and an optional video controller (a second video controller) included in computer system. The 
second video controller is coupled to chipset using an AGP port. In combination with the 
admitted prior art, Bickford et al. (U.S. Patent No. 6,141,021) teach an AGP video system 
implemented on a chipset, comprising an AGP port, and adapted to receive an on chip AGP 
graphics accelerator (a first video controller) via the AGP port. The chipset is also adapted to 
receive an AGP graphics accelerator add-in card (a second video controller) coupled to the AGP 
port, and a switching device for selectively disabling either the first video controller or the 
second video controller. 

However, the AGP port as taught by reference Bickford receives video signals from both 
video controllers, not from only the second video controller as claimed, and neither of the cited 
references teaches the switching device is low-resistance switching device.
